I  would  like  to  make  a 
special  appeal  for  people  who 
could  come  in  once  a  month  to 
work  in  the  mailings.  Our 
program  guide  is  mailed  once  a 
month,  as  are  our  bills.  Re- 
newal notices,  too,  could  be 
handled  more  efficiently  once  a 
month  if  there  were  a  volunteer 
crew  to  work  on  them. 

All  of  these  mailings  are 
handled  by  people  who  can 
come  in  early  in  the  week 
before  the  first  of  every  month, 
days  or  evenings.  This  is  the 
time  when  we  label  the  pro- 
gram guides,  stuff  bills  in 
envelopes,  ZIP  code  sort  some 
7,000  pieces  of  mail  and  get 
them  to  the  post  office.  (As  you 
can  imagine,  the  activity  level  is 
high,  and  the  conversations  are 
wide-ranging). 

A  second  kind  of  volunteer 
whom  we  need  is  someone  with 
carpentry  skills.  There  are  a 
number  of  small  jobs  in  the 
station  which  could  be  done 
more  quickly  if  we  could  find 


some  handy-PERSONS.  Ex- 
amples of  such  projects  are: 
hanging  a  door,  building  boxes 
to  hold  soundproofing,  buil- 
ding a  cabinet  to  hold  tape 
machines,  putting  up  room 
dividers. 

Please  call  our  Membership 
and  Volunteer  Coordinator, 
Diane  Green  if  you  would  be 
able  to  contribute  time  to  any 
of  these  projects. 

One  of  the  effects  of  the 
deteriorated  economic  picture 
in  this  country  right  now  is  the 
strain;  it  puts  on  organizations 
which  rely  on  volunteerism. 
People  simply  have  less  time  to 
contribute.  WPFW  has  been 
extremely  fortunate  in  its  abili- 
ty to  attract  people  who  are 
willing  to  be  responsible  to 
their  volunteer  job  here.Even 
so,  we  can  see  a  reduction  in 
thenumber  of  people  who  are 
able  to  come  in  during  the  day 
to  work  on  a  variety  of  produc- 
tion related  or  development 
making  special  efforts  to  fit  the 


work  they  do  for  the  station 
into  their  increasingly  pres- 
sured schedules. 

Our  strength  during  these 
hard  times  will  be  what  it  has 
been :  a  large  number  of  people 
sharing  the  responsibility,  so 
that  the  weight  of  their  varied 
and  many  small  contributions 
adds  up  to  the  unified  and' 
large  effort  it  takes  to  keep  an 
important  institution  like  this 
one  running.

Artists  Exhibit  at  WPFW

During  December  and  Janu- 
ary, WPFW  celebrates  "The 
Arts"  with  numerous  programs 
and  special  events  spotlighting 
the  arts  and  local  artists  On 
December  10th,  the  WPFW 
Advisory  Board  will  host  an 
"arts"  party  at  the  Sun  Gal- 
lery. 

Also  planned  are  two  art 
exhibits/receptions,  taking 
place  at  the  station  facilities, 
and  demonstrating  the  inter- 
cultural  and  ethnic  compo- 
nents of  our  city. 

The  first  of  these  will  be  on 
Saturday,  December  4th  irom 
6:30—8:30  pm  and  will  present 
the  works  of  "WoseneKosrof  B., 
an  artist  from  Ethiopia  living 
in  Washington,  D.C.  since 
1978.  Wosene's  paintings,  on 
goatskin  and  canvas,  reflect 
elements  of  his  native  Ethiopia 
and,  at  the  same  time,  contain 
many  of  the  visual  images  he. 
has  encountered  since  residing 
in  D.C. 


Taking  universal  themes 
such  as  poverty,  mother  and 
child,  prostitution,  Wosene 
translates  these  from  his 
earthen-colored  Addis  Ababa 
setting  into  the  ice  cream-and- 
neon-colored  American  scene. 

Although  only  in  his  30's, 
Wosene  has  been  acclaimed  by 
art  critics  and  other  artists  as  a 
master  of  color  and  design. 
One  of  his  major  innovations  is 
the  literal  and  figurative  use  of 
Amharic  calligraphy  in  his 
works. 

The  motion  and  improvisa- 
tion on  themes,  apparent  in  his 
works,  are  inspired  by  his  love 
of  jazz.  The  complex  rhythms 
and  variations  of  this  musical 
form  are  translated  on  his 
canvases  into  lines,  forms,  and 
colors.

On  Saturday,  January  29th, 
1983,  WPFW  will  host  a  recep- 
tion   and   art   exhibit   of   the 


works  of  two  local  artists, 
Michael  and  Rose  Auld.  This 
will  be  the  first  time  they  are 
featured  in  a  "husband-wife" 
show. 

Michael  Auld,  born  in  Jamai- 
ca, is  a  sculptor  and  graphic 
designer.  On  exhibit  will  be  a 
selection  of  his  sculpted  works: 
welded  metal  bicycle  parts,  at 
times  combined  with  etched  or 
painted  plastic. 

Using  materials  from  simple 
activities  of  daily  life,  Michael 
creates  works  reflecting)  inspi- 
rations he  has  found  in  spirit- 
ual objects  of  strength.  The 
maker  of  icons,  he  has  re- 
searched metaphysical  sources 
of  his  images  back  to  Ra,  the 
Egyptian  sun-god;  Osiris,  the 
father  figure  of  the  Egyptian 
pantheon;  Shango,  the  Yoruba 
god  of  thunder;  and  Jah,  the 
Rastafarian  name  for  Jehova. 
With  all  this,  Michael's  works 
still  retain  a  distinct  Jamaican 
flavor. 


Rose  Auld,  a  Native  Ameri- 
can/African painter,  expresses 
her  heritages,  thoughts,  and 
dreams  in  acrylics  on  skins. 
Some  of  her  ancestors  were 
Powhatans,  the  original  inhabi- 
tantsof  Washington,  D.C.  Vir- 
ginia, Maryland,  and  Caro- 
linas. 

This  artist  strongly  taps  into 
her  heritage  with  the  styles,  cir- 
cles, patterns,  and  intricacies 
of  vibrant  color  displayed  on 
her  canvases.  As  Rose  explains: 
"The  thematic  concerns  of  my 
work  are  the  education  of  the 
viewers.  I  provide  visual  image- 
ry in  keeping  with  the  sacked 
traditions  of  a  First  World 
people.  Through  the  use  of 
universally  understood  symbo- 
logies,  I  attempt  to  uphold  the 
dignity  of  my  people  by  making 
iconographic  figural  represen- 
tations of  our  spirit."  Who  but 
the  artist  herself  could  express 
it  so  well!
